Storms have 
enormously damaged crops throughont 
England, North Wales and South Scot- 


| land. 


Liverpool, Sept. 22.—A hurricane 
swept over the river Mersey yesterday, 
doing considerable damage to shipping. 
At Blackpool, Lancashire, houses have 
been inundated, and a great amount of 
damage done to crops. Reports from 
several sections of North Wales show the 
storm has flooded valleys in that section 
of the country. Farmers suffered severe 
ly. The Berwick lifeboat went out 
twice to the Danish schooner Treqa and

were wrecked but the crews with the ex- 
ception of one seaman, were saved with 
the aid of rocket apparatus. Navegation 
on the Tweed is dangerous on account of 
floating trees and wreckage. Immense 
quantities of corn are washing down the 
river.

Toronto, Sept. 29.—The big railway 
suit of Charlebois versus the Great Norta- 
west Central Railway Company termin- 
ated abruptly yesterday by the company 
wreeing that judgment should be enter: d 
for upwards of £600,000 with interest, for 
Charlebois and those claiming under him.

The Life of Sir John Macdonald, 
G. C. B. 
To the Editor, — 

Sin: Many yeare ago I proposed to 
Sir John Macdonald that 1 should write 
the story of his life. He concurred, and 
I have since devoted a great deal of time 
and labor to the collection of the neces- 
sary material. In 1883 Mr. J. E. Col- 
lins published = a book entitled 
The Life and Times of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald. As soon as this came to my 
knowledge I wrote to Sir John, who was 
then at Riviere du Loup, to ascertain to 
what degree, if any, it had been author- 
ized by him, and what opinion he had 
formed of it. His reply was: ‘“‘l doen't 
think it amounts to much: I declined giv- 
ing him any information, as I did not 
want to myself in anyway responsible for 
the book.” It has recently been an- 
nounced in your columns that Mr. Mer- 
cer Adam proposes re-issuing this work, 
with the addition of such new matter as 
will bring it down todate. The coa- 
nection of the name of Mr. Mercer 
Adam with that of Sir John Macdonald 
strikes everyone as an incongruity. 
What could be more inappropriate than 
that the life of the father of the Naticnal 
Policy should be written by the secre- 
tary of the Commercial Union Clab / 
Sir John’s many friends in all parts of 
the Dominion fully realize this, and I 
have been frequently and strongly urged 
to at once publish my book. I have ex- 
perienced great reluctance to appear on 


the scene so soon after the late sad oc- 
curence, for 1 have felt what might be 
renarded as commendable enterprise on 


the part of a stranger would hecome in- 
decent haste in the case of a relative, but 
the weight of opimion is se strongly 
against further delay that I am impelled 
to follow the views of my friends and 
present tothe public the result of 12 
years’ labor and research, As his near 
copnection, it will not only be conced 
that my heart has been in the work as no 
stranger's could be expected to be, but 
that Ihave knowledge which outsiders 
coul,! not possituy have. Having a sin- 
cere belict in the wisdum of his policy 
and the purity of the motives, I have 
striven to make these clear, without at 
the same time hurting the feelings of 
any of those who may have disagreed 
with him. Ido not think it is liberal 
for me to add that I find it impossible to 
credit Mr. Adam with a profouud belief 
in his own doct rines and at the sime 
time the ability and desire to treat of 
Sir John Macdonald's policy, acts and 
motive with fairness and impartiality, 
and that his additions to a beck which 
Sur John considered *‘did not amount to 
inuch” will fall far short of doing justice 
to his subject.

—There are rumors 
in railway circles of the consolidation of 
the Canadian Pacific, Great Northern and 
Soo lines. Sir Donald Smith and FE. 8. 
Clouston manager of the Buik of Mon- 
treal have gone to St. Paul where they 
willeonfer with Lord Mount Stephen, 
President Van Horne and J. J. Hill. 


HILL AND PARTY AT SEATTLE. 


Seattle special of Sept. 11. —Presrlent 
Hill, of the Great Northern, arrived in 
the city from Fairhaven this evening and 
after spending the night at the Rainer, 
leaves for Portland to-morrow morning 
and thence returns east over the North- 
ern Pacific. He is accompanied by Lord 
Mount Steven, who built the Canad:an 
Pacitic railroad and is now one of its 
directors; Baron Elphinstone, an En- 
glish peer, who serv in the Crimean 
war; W. Stephers, of Montreal; J. C. 
Sterling, New York; C. Melreve, of Min- 
neapolts; Samuel Hill, of Minneapolis; 
President Hill's son-in-law, and F. EF, 
Warde, of St. Paul. 

President Hill said that connection 
would be established between the New 
Westminster Southern road and New 
Westminster by ferry, and the road 
operated when the Seattle & Montana 
is finished. Lord Mount Stephen said 
he doubted whether a railroad would 
ever be built to Alaska. The Canadian 
Pacific would build two steamers to run 
to Alaska. He thought a railroad would 
some time be built from Edmonton to 
the Upper Peace river.
